A NEST OF TRAITORS, 


The country is on the eVe of a sensa- 


tional scandal if It- be true, that the Fed- 
eral officials have secured evidence that 
certain antl-expnnsioniHts have been en- 
deavoring1 to incite, mutinous discontent 
among the troops at Manila by sending 
them Incendiary communications calcu- 
lated to slake the ardor of their patriotic 
attack upon tho insurgents. According 
to the press dispatches, General Otis se- 
curer! 
tho convicting documents from 


members of his forces, and the Washing- 
ton ofllcials have suceecled in running the 
offenders to earth at this end. 


On tho face of things It looks as if 


prosecution for high treason would fol- 


low, 
but an examination of the wording 


of the United States Constitution appears 
'to prevent that .course being followed. 
Article 3, Section 3, which treats of tho 
offense in question, provides as follows: 
"Treason against the United States shall 
consist only in levying war against them 
or in atihenr.g to their enemies, giving 
them aid and corn fort." It is apparent. 
therefore, 
that 
as the traitors were 


careful enough not to have direct com- 
munication with the Filipinos they would 
bo ab!o nn technical grounds to avoid 
conviction on that score, though theoret- 
ically they would be guilty.

RESULT OF REOPENING 


LONG CLOSED MINES. 


The reports of the Government's Geo- 


logical Knplnoers as regard* development 
in mining in this State and especially in 
iho reopening of same of the most not- 
able of the old mines, is most Interest- 
ing. One of these reports is of interest 
to Oakland people. It is the report on 
tho Hitter mine-, which is .as follows: 


"The Hitter .mine is aituated on the 


Murry Creek ridge, about two miles north 
of El Dorado, and thirteen miles north- 
cr.st of San Andrea*, the county seat of 
C'nlavcraa courrty, and is proving1 a very 
valuable* property, from latest develop- 
ments done unclor the management of 
M. C. Hlfiney of Oakland, the brother of 
Superintendent Ed Rijjncy of -the HOSB 
T i l l ] mint. It, is ati old location covered 
by a Tnited States mineral patent. It 
\va_s opened by Hitter, after whom the 
mine was named, but, owing to misman- 
nypmcnt, it was c]o«ed down and then 
was practically abandoned for some forty 
years, with an exception of several occa- 
sional trials. Until M. C. Rlfcney & Co, 
tr.ok ho;d of It, a lack of development 
was done to determine ^he richness and 
pr.rmnnencft of the property, 
though 
a 


lai'KO amount of work was done on and 
near the surface, where rich rock "wan 
extracted. But developments never reach- 
ed a depth of more than seventy-five feet. 
Following the examples of men who suc- 
oe-eilod in opening 
and 
operating the 


ftica, 
Rawhldo, Kennedy, Gwin and 


Thorpe,once abandoned mines, the1 pres- 
ent proprietors, M. C. Riffney & Co. deter- 
mined to open tho Ritter mine once more. 
They opened it by a tunnel about 300 feet 
long 'about 2CO feet on a pay chute. AB 
compared with rock from 
the 
surface 


and noar it, rock from a point of the 
largest development proves to be so far 
richer than all rock above the 
tunnel 


level. The very level is about 1GO feet 
below thi? croppings. In the tunnel, the 
pay chute averages two feet wide, though 
in sonic* places from, three to sever, feet 
beiween well defined walls. 
These walls 


are black slate, and besides black grouga 
accompanies the pay chute. 
There, Is a 


considerable amount of pay ore taken 
out of the tunnel that will pay well. 
Black slates occasionally show that very 
fine sulphuretB mostly of gold are found 
in quartz. 
Th<: quarto is honeycombed 


and o£ a most rare and peculiar charac- 
ter. 
In fact, It 1s different from all other 


mines in the El Dorado mining district. 
My best estimate shows that there is in 
the neighborhood of 3,000 tons in sight ac- 
cording to developments done. 
It can be 


mined and milled a-t 'a. cost of less than 
$'_' per ton. 
Water for power can be ob- 


tained from the Emery ditch about a half 
mile from the mine. 
The ditch flumes 


and dams were enlarged and are now in 
good condition."

command of Captain Wilde, and that It 
was not until, after the capture had been 
effected that the place was turned over to 
Colonel Miller, who up to that time had 
nothing to.-c'i) with its capture. This ac- 
tion is.endorsed by Admiral Dewey. 


Wilde's protest comes too late to be 


effective,.as .Colonel Miller was promoted 
to BrlEad!erT<3enoral February 15. In re- 
cognition of his services In the capture of 
Iloilo, and was retired in that grade on 
March 2, "ny operation of law on account 
of nge.

He was in command of the expedition 


sent from Manila for the capture of Hollo 
and the cruisers Boston and Petrel were 
sent with him to render assistance. 


While the Vessels of the expedition were 


lying off the' port the natives began to 
strengthen their defenses and fired sev- 
eral shots at thp. Petrel, whiuh vessel was 
anchored'nearest the shore. The comman 
der of that same warship asked and re 
reived permission of Captain Wilde of the 
Boston, to respond. 
At this time, according to naval advices, 


Genera) Miller's 'army transports were far 
out in the roadstead. Without communi- 
cating with General Miller, the two war- 
ships opened on .the.shiore batteries and 
soon silenced them. Lieutenant Niblick of 
the Boston larded with a battalion of 
marines and'srtflors and took possession 
of the town. They .captured . the insur- 
gent fla.ars on. the Governor's house and 
on the batteries and turned the city over 
to General Wilier on hip arrival, an hour 
or so later. They kept the captured flags, 
however, in spite of General Miller's do- 
mand'for them.'. • 


This is the naval story of the battle of 


Hollo. The official report of that engage- 
ment first received in Washington was 
on» by Gsncral Miller to tho War Depart- 
ment and 'simply announced tho surren- 
der of that city to the American forces

If Chicago does not soon have 
a new code of criminal laws it would be 
wiser to have a Tarpeian rock like the 
Romans did, from which malefactors and 
degenerates might be thrown to death. 
We should have laws controlling mar- 
riage, so that degeneracy may be check- 
ed by preventing the union o£ criminal, 
diseased or lunatic couple$."

John McCann was 
the 
victim.

Yesterday the men spent tho afternoon 


In carousal and playing "craps."

devoured. 
They 
whlled 


away the time "shooting craps" 
until 


about half-past 4 o'clock, when McCann 
and Riordnn encaged, in a dispute wnich 
broke up the game. 


The men went out onto the sidewalk, 


where-tlie battle was renewed with fresh 
vliTor, McCann getting the better ot his 
adv'ersary. 
Rlordan was badly battered 


and was taken to Bailey's drus store at 
1101. San Pablo avenue by KeeTe. 


While ho was Ixilns patched up Town- 


srrid picked up the quarrel with McCann 
and tho two fought fiercely. 
Townsend 


fell on top of his victim and was kicking 
him severely, when Mrs. Nellie Ivanco- 
'vlch, who conducts a bakery .at 1107 Snn 
r.iblo avenue, rushed out of her place 
and succeeded in separating the men. At 
that time McCann was not seriously in- 
jured. 


Tho lighting was renewed, however, 
a 


few moments later and in the combat it 
is alleged Townser.d struck MeCann such 
a vicious blow that it killed him almost 
Instantly.
